Statistics gathered in a survey by the Corn Belt Farm 
Dailies, Chicago, which deal with hauling live stock by motor 
'truck, show the extent to which this specialized industry has 
grown. The figures are from official sources and they demon- 
strate that 6,890,456 head of live stock were transported by 
motor truck in 1926; this total is an increase of ‘about 
1,500,000 over the previous year, and it is interesting to 
note that since the figures have been compiled by the Dailies, 
every year has shown a substantial increase. 

Even these impressive figures are necessarily incom- 
plete, covering, as they do, only the seventeen markets at 
which records are available; at dozens of smaller markets a 
|big share of the total live stock receipts arrive by motor 
truck. Moreover, the figures cover shipments made from 
farms to stock yards only, and note is made that 'many 
thousand head are ‘shipped direct to packers by farmers, 
Scores of packers receive live stock direct, and of these there 
is no obtainable record. 

At Peoria, Ill., stock yards, a comparatively ‘ small 
market, special pens and unloading docks have been installed 
There is record of the 
receipt of 231 truckloads there in one period of six hours. 

Truck shipments commonly cover_ sixty miles and in 
some instances the haul is 100 miles, or even more. Among 
the. advantages of truck shipment cited are the ability to 
ship animals when they are in prime market condition; 
that shrink on animals shipped by this means is noticeably 
less, and that, deaths among truck transported animals are 
relatively very few. 

Still another advantage is that on the return trip from 
the yards the truck carries, feeder stock, feed, lumber, lime, 
'fuel and other supplies, so that it really performs a double 
duty. 

To the live stock farmer, the motor truck is proving 
to be of tremendous advantage and the most enthusiastic 
indorsers of it are found among the men who follow this

LEVELAND, Aug. 8.—

all the automobiles sold in the! 


four larger counties of Ohio 
—Cuyahoga, Hamilton, Lucas 
and Summit—in the first six 
months of 1927 were Chevro- 
lets. This is revealed by 
tabulations just completed by 
the Bureau of Business Re- 
search of Ohio State Univer- 
sity. Figures are based on 
sales registrations, 

The four counties represent more 
than’ one-third of the state’s popu- 
lation. Registrations of new cars in 
the six months period were 10.4 per 
cent. less than for the correspond- 
ing period of 1926 for the four coun- 
ties: The decline in the entire state 
was in approximately the same ra- 
tio. 

Chevrolet’s percentage of total 
bills of sale registrations was 24.9 
per cent. for June, and 24.8 per cent. 
for the six months period. In June, 
1926, Chevrolet was secdnd with 15.4 
per cent. 

Ford was second with a percen- 
tage of 13.8 for the half year. A 
year ago in June Ford sales were 
leading with a percentage of 30.8. 
It had dropped to 9.3 in June, 1927. 

Essex was in third place with 6.4 
per cent. for the half year, the Essex 
was nosed out by Buick and Pontiac, 
General Motors units, in June. 
Buick was in fourth place for the 
half year, followed by Chrysler with 
a percentage of 5.6. Whippet was 
second with 5.4, Nash seventh with 
4.8 and Pontiac eighth with 4.6. 

Dodge had third piace in sales in 
June, 1926, but had dropped to 
twelfth place in June, 1927. It was 
tied with Willys-Knight for ninth 
place in sales for the half year. 
Decrease in Dodge registrations for 
the half year in comparison with 
the same period a year ago was 64 
per cent. 

Chevrolet registrations in the half 
year increased by 40 per cent. in 
the. four counties over the 1926 
period. Ford sales were down 59 
per cent. 

Whippet registrations increased 
46 per cent.; Essex, 48; Oldsmobile, 
15; Pontiac, 253; Auburn, 49; Chrys- 
ler, 49; Elcar, 67; Hupmobile, 3;

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Selden Corp. Plans Celebration of 
50th Anniversary of Automobiles 


OCHESTER, N. Y., Aug. 8.— 
Plans for the celebration of 
the fiftieth anniversary of the 
automobile are being made at the 
plant of the Selden Truck Cor- 
poration, whose plant is built upon 
the site of the small factory build- 
ing where in 1877 George B. Sel- 
den invented the first self-pro- 
pelled gasoline motored practical 
read wagon. 
While the plans are as yet tenta- 
tive, it is believed the celebration 


will take the form of a banquet for | 


employees and officers of the cor- 
poration, which has grown from 
Selden and three helpers who made 
up the first Selden Motor Vehicle 
Company to more than 500 workers. 

The original Selden vehicle, with 
its three-cylinder two-horsepower 
internal combustion motor, the first 
of its kind, now is a prized exhibit 
in Stevens Institute at Hoboken, N. 
J. Its design was licensed as patent 
No. 549160 in 1895, when Mr. Selden 
sought to protect an idea for a self- 
propelled vehicle that had been 
spurned as impractical for eleven 
years, and then suddenly had been 
accepted when European inventors 
reached the decision the automobile 
was not only practical, but had a 
great commercial future. 

Selden himself demonstrated the 
possibilities of the vehicle when 
shortly after he invented it in 1877 
he defeated the skeptical driver of a 
fast pair of bays in a road race, the 





Selden road wagon making fifteen 
miles an hour and outdistancing 
the rapidly tiring team, which had 
led in the first spurt. Selden, who 
was born September 14, 1846, and 
served in the Sixth U. S. Cavalry 
during the Civil War, died in 1922, 
failing in his often expressed ambi- 
tion to see the fiftieth anniversary 
of the automobile. 

The motor of the original vehicle 
is mounted over the front axle. The 
body is of the buggy type and it re- 
;sembles the modern car in little 
other than the steering wheel, 
speedometer and lamps.

Rubber Prices 


New York, Aug. 8—Rubber 
showed an easier trend in the local 
|markets during the short session 
here Saturday in spite of the 
steadier conditions in the foreign 
markets which prevailed in the face 
of forecasts of further increases in 
London stock today from 63,626 tons 
to around 64,100 tons. Some nerv- 
ousness on this point in the local 
markets resulted in declines of ten 
|to twenty points on the exchange 
while the turnover for the day 
| totaled 176 lots or 440 tons. 

The sharply lower rate at which 
rubber is being brought into visi- 
bility in the Far East is offset by 
supply increases here. The first five 
days of August witnessed arrivals of 
over 5,000 tons, due to delayed July 
boats. Imports last month at New 
York totaled . 36,530 tons, bringing 
imports for the seven months of 
the year to 263,221 tons, not includ- 
ing rubber arrived at other ports in 
July. 

The troublesome question of un- 
used export rights has been cleared 
up to a great extent, according to 
a London authority. He points out 
that the “carry-over” of unused 
credits into July was 25,785 tons, 
and from July into August a little 
under 9,000 tong, “Inasmuch as 
6,000 tons is normally required for 
dealers stocks in the _ restriction 
area and anything up to 3,000 tons 
will be in transit from estates to 
shipping ports, these rights can to 
all intents be practitally regarded 
as non-existent.” It is estimated 
that unutilized coupons at one time 
totaled 45,000 tons, or over two- 
thirds of the London stock.

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E.S. Jordan Urges 
Grade Separation 
As Safety Step

busy highway intersections. Detroit 
now has a separation of grades at 
East Grand Boulevard and East 
Jefferson Avenue. 

“In St. Louis there is an over- 
pass where the boulevard parkway 
passes over a major street at the 
entrance to Belleaire Park. 

“San Francisco has an over-pass 
at the foot of Market Street and 
the Embarcadero. This city also 
has a pedestrian viaduct for the 
passengers who enter or leave the 
ferry building from the central 
business district and Eastbay com- 
munities. 

“In Cincinnati there are eleven 
over-passes where one Street is 
carried by a bridge or a viaduct 
over another street. 

“There may be some cities where 
the main traffic flow is mainly east- 
west or mainly north-south, but in 


those communities where at any | 
|} point there is heavy flow of traffic 


in four directions, separation of 
grades is the ultimate logical solu- 
tion. 

“This is simply a matter of 
common sense in the use of street 
space. Often the need in a city 
is not for additional streets but 
for effective use of the highways 
which already exist. If a main 
thoroughfare is constantly inter- 
rupted by signal delays, that 
street is useless during its idle 
period. 

“If we take a busy intersection 
where the traffic flow is 
imately. equal in the cross-wise di- 
rections and where the signal delay 
in a minute at a time each 
is being used at only half its ca- 
pacity because it is idle half the 
time. ‘ 

“In any study of signal systems 
the problem of grade separation 
should be included at the same 
time. 

“Grade separation does not re- 
place the general use of signals any 
more than railroad grade separation 
does away with block signals. 

“If in our larger cities we had 
grade separations at intervals of 
possibly eight blocks this would give 
clearance to the block and through 
cross town traffic, and it would be 
necessary only to have very brief 
signal intervals at intervening 
blocks which would clear the local 
traffic in a short time. 

“The whole problem of grade sep- 


|}aration both for intersecting high- 


ways and for railroads needs new 
designing to meet modern require- 
ments. 

“Education, punishment of the 
reckless and strict law enforcement 
are important in the improvement 
of our traffic facilities; but we must 
always remember that we are deal- 
ing with the adventurous and con- 
stitutionally heedless nature of the 
human being. 

“Accordingly, the engineering 
means of protection should be ap- 
plied, and the separation of grades 
is an important step. 

“The record of motor fatalities 
for the first six months of this 
year is unfavorable in most of the 
larger communities. Only by en- 
gineering methods, by making the 
highways actually safer, can we 
expect to meet the additional 
problem of increased population
